Early m 1930, the American Federation of Labor 
began an investigation of problems involved in organ- 
izing the automotive and other mass production indus- 
tries, In 1933, the organizing campaign was begun. 
From the beginning it was a slow process with many ob- 
stacles set up by hostile employers. However, progress 
was made and by the end of 1934, there were a num- 
ber of automotive units chartered as federal labor 
unions. On August 26, 1935, at a first convention held 
in Detroit, the A, F, of L. presented these federal labor 
unions an international charter.

Efforts towar<l unionii^atiou led 
ti» agitation for labor rep resen ta- 
tiou in the f alnnet as early as 
ISfiip It was not until lHS4. how- 
ever. tiuit Lon gross a( last reeng- 
ni^ed offieiai I y that la rge segment 
of its eltizeiis known as labor, by 
ereating a Bureau of Lalxu' in the 
Ih'jvartment of the Tntenor.

and artiitration laws in the Lnitcd

Sof^ral Keeiirity Ael was drafted 
and passed in An,*rnst l!l3o. 

In 1034 the Division of Labor 
Slambirtls was ereated. AKo in 
11)44 Congress mitliorized Cniteil 
Stales iTieinhership in ilie Inter- 
national Labor (h-giun/alion to 
promote higher labc^r standards 
and working eonditioiis lliromili- 
out the world.

In 1044. witli the advent of the

On dune 25, 11I4S I’ongress

of any nation. This was the Wage 
and Hour Law and provitlod a 
Moor for wages and a eeiliiig for 
lioiirs. It restrietetl tdiihl labor 
ami provided safety and health 
vtatidaids in work. Tliis work 
too fell ttnder the jurisdietioii id 
the laibiir Depart inent where it 
remains to this day. (Some of the 
mdivifies of the f.abor Depart- 
ment liave tieeii whittled away as 
ue will explain.) 

By the end of 11)48 the Depart- 
ment of laibor was handling tlie 
big job of administering Federal 
legiHlatiori far the regulation of 
hours and wages in industries en- 
gageil in interstate eonimeree; 
the employment of minors: the 
wages of laborers in roust rnetitni 
of Federal buildings; and wages, 
hours, safety and healtli staini- 
ards for employes of emnpaiiies 
doiiiir work on emitraets with the 
|''i*d<u*al ( ioveriiment. 

With The eoming of World War 
M miee again the tasks of Die 
Department of Labor were stepjjed

The reconl f>f safety and service 
is the same all over onr country. 
Behind lives saved, injurit^s and 
damagi‘ p revealed, are signal men 
and signal tmiiiufaelurei'S working 
together, installing the intricate 
mechanism wdiich is to do a job 
for the nitvlorists and |>edestrians 
of this nation. pJnst how intricate 
the wotk is— o?ily you men wlin do 
the Jobs eau really say.

ficuh to tell exiuMly how it 
cfiterged, for ttiere were n nnmlier 
oF ancieiit gatiies winch bore a 
resemhlance to golf vvhieli may or 
nmy imt he eoineidcntal. For ex- 
ample in the Kmne of dnlius 
Cae.sar, tliei'e was a game in ex- 
istence i-alled lititjtniint in wfiich 
opimsing teams, using elub- 
shaipcd bninehes, tried to hat a 
reaUier-stutTeil hall against the 
goal of their iH»iHmentH. Four or 
five h mid ret I years later the 
French weni in lor a game slight- 
ly similar !n golf, called jVa tie. 
mini in whicli the players swung 
at balls The s\/a* of oranges witli 
idnhs something like cnaiuet mal- 
lets. 

Then there are some sports his- 
lorians whij say that Ifolhnid was 
the home of gull' and they have 
hooks to provi' that Dutdmicn 
played a game enllcil kolf on their 
ftwen canals. 

And these theories of the mveii- 
lion of golf also timy or may not 
be I rue. Bui the most aiilhentic of 
(he writers wlm have delved into 
Hie historv uf uur various sports 
are very ilefinite in their views that 
the Beois were the inventors <if 


golf. It is a known fact thal golf 
has played an itiiportafil jpjirl in 
the life of the (mople of Sctjtlainl 
for inati\ cent u lies and nonieions 
nientiuns of it are made in Seoltlsh 
history limjks though usindly with 
II nouitiun ipf edietg passed agiiiiist 
it, rather than an aecoiint of its 
origin and development. Hoes it 
seem si range that edicts slimdd

Early sailors came to look to the 
moon to firedict weather, Lavers 
(-mild not cross the moon line to- 
gether or else tliey would m‘vm' 
marry.

Tlie aiitomohile or rat lie r tlie 
“liorseless earriage” sitiee tlie 
term automobile was not e<nned 
until the turn of the (unitury, 
made its a]i]»enranre in the JJO's 
with the first gasolijie-jiow’eretl 
vehiele being eredited to (diaries 
Dnryea in 1892. Henry l\m\ in

order. 

Tliere were many faetors re- 
sponsihle for Hie inereasing po[ui* 
larity of the gns-d riven vehiele 
hut one of the most imi^miant 
WHS the outeonie of eerlaiii rac^^s 
wliieli were held hetw^een all tyin»s 
of vehieles beginning witli a rare 
from Paris !n Rouen, a dislamn^ 
of 78 miles. In dune 1894. The 
race \vas won by De Dion nt an 
average speeil of 12 mnes per 
houi\ Oiir first Ameri^um auto- 
mobile J^aee was lield on TImriks- 
giving Day, 1895. This raee from 
Fliieago to Evanston was run in 
sno^v and mini and was won hy 
(diaries Duryea at an avemge 
sfjeed of seven and a half mii^^s 
per hour. 

Four Autos in the U. S. 

In 1895 only fenir gasoline- 
powered autoniobiles were nunle 
and registereil iti the Fnited 
States, but by 191)0, as tirevionsly 
mentioned, prod net ion liad risen 
to about 4.000 a year. Ami fi'oin 
that liay on it was toneh and go 
in the automobile indnslry wdlh 
inj|jrovemeiits and new types u\' 
ears eoming on the market every 
year. No ]iietnre of jirngress 
would be complete without men- 
tion oi: Alexander Wintorn a s ii tr- 


ee ssfu I hivyele Tnannfaeturcr vrho 
in VSiMi bronglit out his^Winton/' 
a <nte-eylinder engine deve|oj>ing 
10 horsetiower. At this early 
date the Wintmi set the remark- 
able reeord Hu’ the time by rnn- 
niug 150 miles in one day on a 
trip from (develaml to New 5’ork. 
These early ears were pri<*ed 
from jj'DnDO in *$1,200.

Form their tasks, each an essmi- 
tiiil part of automobile manufac- 
ture, Kome fashion parts from 
leatlier, others Imibi rear axle 
hoiisinprs, some liaiidle molten 
metal to produce engine eastings. 
Some forge the steel parts of your 
<'ar whieii must have great 
streugtli to stand shock ami 
strain- Other workers operate the 
machiues that drill and tap. bore 
am! ream the engine blocks. 

Some woi‘k on suli assemldy 
lines — for instaiiee the wheel and 
tire assembly inerry-go-roimd or 
the earburetor shop where per- 
haps a team of women are putting 
carburetors t o g e t her. Others 
match parts like |>istons. rings, 
piston pins, eonnecting ro{lK and 
hearings into perfect sets and 
semi them by eoriveyor belt to the 
engine assembly lines. 

Meanwhile constant inspection 
is going on so that the parts as 
they reach the final assembly 
lines are perfect. On the final as- 
seinhiy lines, skilled workers we hi 
I he parts into a unit. The river of 
liodies Bows along past the teams 
of workers and each worker adds 
his bit of talent and skill to make 
a whole as neai'ly perfect as it 
ean be, 

\n the very briefest terms we 
have outlined for you liere the 
skilled jobs which the TAW'-AFL 
workers perform in the antomo- 


bile plants of oiir nation in which 
they are employed and also in 
the airplane, farm equi}>ment, 
bicycle, motoreycle plants of our 
count ry where mendiers tjf this 
union also \roi*k. 

These men and women are do- 
ing a vital, important job and for 
that job they receive in return 
liigh w'ages, good conditions, job 
seeiirity. They have com fort aide 
Innues ami are able to provide 
adequately Iku’ their families. It 
was not always thus. Before the 
advent of the union — wages jiaid 
workers in the automotive iiidns- 
try were incredihtv low. As late 
as the thirties it was not uncoiu- 
mon for n'orkers to receive as 
little as 40 cents an hour foi* jobs 
involving back-breaking labor 
and considerable skilL Not oidy 
were wages suh-staudard but 
overtime payment was unknown 
and frequently during a rush pe- 
riod of production, workers put 
in as liigh as 16 Inmrs a day with 
uo overtime compensation. In 
rush ]ieriods, speed-up w'as intok 
crab I e, and then long lay-oif pe- 
riods followed. Such items as 
paid holidays and paid vacations 
were uii heard of in the automotive 
industry as was call-in-pay. But 
the greatest evil existent in the 
automotive industry^ was the total 
laek of job security. Seniority 
simidy did not exist and il was 


up to the whim of the eni]doyer 
t 0 d i s e h a r g e wliomever h e 
pleased, whenever he pleased. 
Because of the strain and tensimi 
in the industry, workers who 
passed the 40 mark w’ere often 
let go and thus the workers lived 
in fear and trembling of lieiiig 
arljitrarily discharged for no 
more grievous reason than for 
growing old. 

And it was to eonibat deidorahiG 
conditions like these that the 
United Aulomobile Workers of 
America lAFL) was born. It was 
a pioneer in the organization of iu- 
dustrial-ty[>e unions in tlie labor 
movement. Il was the first union 
to recognize the giTat nee<l in the 
automotive industry for large 
industrial union wliicli all workers 
might join in order' to jrresent the 
most praelliud and effective force 
In protecting the interests of those 
employed in liig and often eom- 
jiletely ruthless mass productioD 
industries. 

The UAW-AFL is young, a new- 
comer to the rank.s of major labor 
(jrganizations, most of them craft 
unions. li lias a somewhat bitter 
and certainly a turn ul tons history 
but it has had a thrilling slory of 
unusual luogi'ess also. 

In the eaijy BKJO's there was no 
unionization of any kind in tlie 
country's major automobile plants. 
The need for a dependable unioii 
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to pn^veiil lUv exjjloiijitiori uf nulu 
workers was ^les|K‘^^'ltf^

There was eompleie ileniial on 
the part of the iyeoons of ihe milo 
indnstry to their eiiiployes' a1- 
tenipts to ortranize, and finally 
their lla^nint treatnient eanscul the 
Pisleral fJovcninienl to ronthiei ati 
invest i^al ion of the entire mitiimo- 
live inilnstry. As a result of the 
invest i^H til ills. the y*overrnnent 
spoasonHl what lHH*atni* known as 
I lie eiiit»loye repres4*nt;ir ion [ilan.

Benefits, Welfare Fund

the members of Local Union 110, be- 
lieve the other Bndhers in the re.^t 
of the country will be interested in 
our Idle lluliday and Vacation Hcne- 
fit — also t>ur llesilth and Welfare 
Fund. 

idle hcdiiiay paymenls amounting 
to $27,088,b8 ai-e miw Ix'ing paid to 
eligible employes under the wire- 
man’s contract. Indiviilual payments 
will be up to $<>U .(HI for jmnaieymen 
and linemen and up to $18.0(1 for up- 
]>r€^ntices and groumlnien. These 
amounts are based on the six cents 
per hour contributing employers ]>ay 
into the Bile HolUlay Fund. For the 
year of 10-73, the maximum amount 
payable shall be 1000 hours times 
six c^nts. 

The Idle Holiday Fund and Vaca- 
tion Fund and Welfare Fund w’ere 
ostablishc'd by the local union ami 
the St, Paul Electrical Conti actors' 
Association thiniigh iiegrstiations. 
The Wei f me FumI vvas estaldished 
in May, 107(1 wlnui six ct'uis per Iroin 
was paid into a fund by contributing 
employers. Further negotiations have 
brought the Welfare Fumi up to Hi 
cents per hmiiv Under Hus Welfare 
Plan, eligible employes receive uji to 
$1SJHI per day for hostutalization, 
$27DJio doctor bill, most operating 
room expenses and $47,(KI per week 
Disability Benefit. Eligible employes 
are those who have bad insurance 
coverage on June Ifi, 1U52 or have, 
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since Au^rust 1, IDijl* worke<l for one 
contributing- employer 22 months, 
whichever is the earliest* These em- 
ployes shall be eligible for idle holi- 
day benefits. 

A fund of $44,888 is bein" estab- 
lished for the purpose of iiroviding 
vacation benefits to quaMfying em- 
ployes. The maximum amount to be 
paid eligible jouriie>mien and line- 
men will bf‘ SlOf) and apprentices 
and gi'oimdmen will receive $80dM) 
maximum. Tins is based on Kl cents 
f^er liour foi' a maximum of IdOO 
hours* In order to qualify, an em- 
ploye must meet the same i erpi ire- 
men ts as for Idle Holiday benefits, 
Por the year 10r>8 vacation benefits 
will be based on the jfcriod July 1, 
ipr>2 through December 81, 11152* For 
tax pur|>oses, the emjdoye is to con- 
sider the amount of idle holiday and 
vacation pay received as wages* 

Employes must take holiday pay 
in the year it is due or forfeit the 
benefits* 

Dur ing the time agrc^etl on for va- 
cations by employers and employes, 
the employe shall not engage in per- 
formance of electrical work during 
such I'acation time.

Finish Negotiations 
With Bonneville Power 

l„ F. !2r», I’ORTLANn, ORR.— Once 

again W'e have passed by that peiiod 
of tlie year wditm it is cii.st.omary to 
survey our crroi's of the past year 
and make .solemn resedutions to dn 
better during the coming year. As a 
nation this resolution was made Iasi 
November ami it will not be long be- 
fore the course that it will follow is 
developed to a point where we can 
fonn some definite opinion of its re- 
.sults. 

With the close of the year the last 
of our negotiations were completed 
with the Bonneville Bower AchniniS’ 
t ration after a prolonged and unwar- 
ranted delay. Following aeceplance 
by refcTcndum vote, a number of im- 
proved conditions were instiUited 
and, with approval of the WSB, a 
flve-cent-an-iiour increase In wages 
will be effective December 28, IA52. 
We were well pleased with the ap- 
proximately TO percent return on 
this leferendum vote. 

Here in the Northwest, Local Un- 
ions 77, I2i>, 488 and are carry- 
ing out plans to establish a newly 
ilesi gned joiiineyman lineman ap- 
prenticeship course. It is anticipated 
that a course of this type will meet 
the long lime demand for some* 
methnd of providing the proper D'ain- 
ing to peiTnit a const met ion lineman 
to advance to j<jurrieyman lineman. 
We are bitterly opposed to the pol- 
icy of advancing men to joiirnejTnan 
.status witlunit first haviiig tiiem ob- 
tain the proper tiaining and serving 
the required time in tiaining, but we 
also feel obligated to make available 
some means of acquiring this train- 
ing.

To avoid disaster 
which w(iuld follow a continuation of 
this neglect, it ^vas necessary to re- 
duce hyfivo generation to conserve 
water storage. All steam genemtion 
imii table, including the tea kettles, 
was opera t<^d at full load amund the 
clock but still it w’as necessary to cur- 
tail the load. This load curtail iiient 
caused considerable unemployment, 
especially in the aluminum reduction 
and other electro*process industries. 
Happily, howeveiv this eomliTion has 
been easing during the past three 
weeks and following a recoid break- 
ing raiiifall, load cemditions have 
beim restored to normal as of Feb- 
luary 1st, We still face the possi- 
bility of a water shortage, later this 
year due to an extremely light snow 
accumulation in the mountains,

Views on Hiring Full 
Time Business Agent

employing a full-time business agent 
for Local 331). ” Foi- the information 
of the members this matter has re- 
ceived sonie attention from the Exec- 
utive Board, but nothing of a con- 
crete nature has been submitted to 
our nienibership for consideration or 
apiHoval. F’or the past few years we 
have had part time services of the 
business agent of the Building Trades 
Council. This service, of course, only 
coveis our inside wiiemei! afiiUated 
with the Building Trades Council. 
For this seivice our inside wi remen 
have been assessed by our local un- 
ion to the tune of $1,110 per month 
per member. This amounted to the 
sum of between $80d)0 and $£>0.0!) 
per month paid into the Building 
Trades Council. It is not my inten- 
tion to criticize the service we get for 
the money expended for we all leal- 
ize that the business agent has done, 
and is doing a good job for the Build- 
ing Trades at the Lake head. How- 
ever, we realize also that due to the 
fact that he is ovei'worked it is im- 
possible to give the service we de- 
mand, therefore it is my [jersoiial 
belief that it is imperative, and in 
the best interests of a progi’essive 
organization such as ours that we 
employ a full time business agent to 
cover our entire membership. Nat-

Thirty Year Member 
Dies in Toronto 

E. r. 333. Torn IN TO, ONT The old 

man with the scythe has lK?en around 
again and has cut short the lives of 
Iw'u very \meful and able citizens of 
this fair domain in the persons of 
Brothers Cecil .M, Shaw and Louis CL 
Maasfin. 

The passing of Cecil Shaw came 
as a great shock to his host of 
friends, who knew ihai he W'as not 
tmjoying the best of heal lb but w'ere 
totally unprepHi'ed for the news of 
his dejitlv, 

llmtiier Shaw's story has been the 
sliuy of the upa anti tiowns of the 
I.B.E.W, in this dislrkl since he first 
look an active part in the tjperatirm 
of Local UnioTi Halt some 30 yeara 
ago. He had lieen an officer in one 
capacity or a an I her for that many 
years, the majority of the time being 
put in a.s business manager-financial 
secrctiuy. He ioine<l the vuiion at the 
tender agi* of 1 7 and maintained cfin- 
linuous membership until the time of 
his ileath at the age of till. He attend- 
ed all cmi vent ions of the LB.F.W. as 
a delegate of l^x^al Union begin- 
ning with the one in Miami in 
ami also acted on the Law* Committee 
for these conventions up to and in- 
clmiing the IJMfi San Francisco Con- 
vention. In UtH(b he w*as appointed 
by Fresident IL IL Broach to act on 
the Cxmstitutiofiul Ci»mmittov formed 
at that time to re*- write the Constitu- 
tion of the LB.F.W.; appointed by 
Bri'sidenl iK W. Tracy to act on a 
J unsdictional Committee in 1047, atid 
was later appointed special Organizer 
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by President Tracy to organize the 
workers on tlie $8tl0,00th000 Ontaiio 
£ I y ( 1 1 ‘0- IS I ec 1 r i c F re r | ti e n c y S t a n d ar ti - 
izatiem pro^i'ani. Brother Shaw 
tackled this Job with his usual thor- 
ouflrlmess and, since taking it in lOoO, 
has initialed approximately 2,000 new 
members into Local Union 160S, 
St. Catharines, a newly charto-ed lo- 
cal established by hitn for these 
workers. 

Durinj? the depression years of 
his was the task of keepinfr 
unionism aiiva for electricians in 
Toronto. I>es[vite the fact that over 
50 percent of the members were out 
of work most of the time in those 
dreary days, Brother Shaw manaj^ed. 
with the very able assistance of the 
officers of that time, to hold the local 
union toj^ether and maintained for 
electricians the hitrhest hourly rate of 
pay enjoyed by buildinir tradesmen 
in the district, 

Durinpr the years of World War !T, 
I? rot her Shaw represented organized 
labor on the liegional War Labor 
Boanl of Ontario, to which post he 
was appointed by the Govcnior-Gen- 
era! of Canada. Serving on this 
hoard, he made an excellent job of 
looking after the interests of Labor 
and won the lesj^ect and admiration 
of employer repiescntatives and Gov- 
etmment roji resen tat ives. After the 
Regional War Labor Board was dis- 
solved, he was called upon in many 
instances by Labor organizations 
throughout the Province to represent 
them on Conciliatjon Boards, and was 
successful in li ringing about satisfac- 
tory settlements for the unions upon 
\vhose behalf he was acting. 

It IS inevitable that we must all, at 
some time or other, depart from this 
vale of tears and, according to what 
we are taught from childhood, there is 
a Supreme Being Who decides ^vhosc 
turn it: is next and Whose decisions 
are to he accepted without question. 
But, when such a useful man departs 
sn soon aiYd with such short notice, 
one can surely be forgiven a slight 
twinge of curiosity as to what pur- 
pose is being served hy depriving us 
of his presence. Brother Shaw was a 
man of remarkable character and a 
natural leader — to quote the poet, he 
lias departed leaving behind him 
“footprints on the sands of timed^ 

Tiibute is due also to Brother Louis 
Masson, ifdatively a newcomer to this 
district having joined this local union 
in 1U43, who was respected by all 
who knew him. He was born in 
Switzerland d2 years ago and, al- 
though he had tad completely mas- 
tered the English language, he could 
make himself understood well enough 
to make him one of the most popular 
teachers at the Piwincial Institute of 
Trades, the Apprenticeship 7' raining 
School for Building Trades in Toron- 
to, Ri other Masson was well liked by 
the Apprentices and will long be re- 
memliered foi" Ids patience and com-

Hall* next was Hod 
Johnson* who after bung off work 
for a few months due Iti Illness* 
turned over his O. F. job it» his most 
capjihle foreman Steve Welty, ( Rod 
now works for Steve L Russ Grov'e 
inhoritetl the title of G. F. when they 
handed him the cable crews. Russ 


also is head of the cable splicing de- 
partment with the assistance of L. K. 
Kelley who has been splicing cable 
for the last 30 yea is. Also a member 
of the LB.F'.W, for that length of 
time. 

The inslallaiion consists of two 
liJOJJUO/ 125*tHiU KW rated capacity 
turbine generators* each with its in- 
dependent H2II,(UI0 lln per hour steam 
generator. The rrmiTi generators are 
Y connected with the neutnti con- 
nected to ground through a potential 
transformer for alarm only* Each 
main genera it u* has a separate motor 
driven main exciter set provided with 
a direct coupled Amplidyne and quick 
response generator voltage regulator. 
The output of each main generaitor 
is stepped up diiwtly from 15,5 KY 
to 220 KV' through ihiw single phase 
transfomiers, each having 4a*0(i0

Ancient Plantation 
Site of Giant Plant 

U U. ri»«, SAVANNAH, HA.— The 




Heiaiiitage Plantation, site of the 
Savannah plant of the Union Bag and 
Paper Corporation, unlike most ante- 
bellum plantations of the South, was 
devoted to industrial rather than ag* 
Hcultur:i] purEuits* 

Fifteen years aftei’ the first pile 
was driv’en, the Hermitage tract is a 
beehive of industrial activity, the lo- 
cale of tthal is 1 MIC of tin* South's 
largest single industrial operations, 
Hiue 5,000 employes whose total an* 
mial wages approximate 15 million 
dollars, (iperate “The World*s Lai'gest 
Integrated Kraft Container Plant. 

Historians tell us that during its 
heyday — a century ago — the Hermit- 
age Plantation was a meccu for visi- 
tors from all sections of the country. 
They camtf to marvel at the giant 
brick kilns and to regale in the beau- 
ties of the avenues of ina.s8ive oaks 
and the “m aster's mansion/' 

Today this trek to the Hermitage 
Plantation tract is once again in evi- 
dence. Each year thousands of peo- 
ple fitim Georgia and olhi*r sections 
of the counto% including diBtingiiished 
industrialists from many foreign 
lands, come to sec the largest plant 
of its kind in the world, whose five 
massive paper machines turn out 
more than LSOO tons of finished 
p induct each day and whose* racing 
bag machines produce 40 million 
(jaficr bags every 24 hours. 

But the visitor today sees more 
than Ihe tremendous and almost un- 
believable prcKliictive capacity of 
Union Hag's Savannah Plant. He Is 
impressed with the fact that 5,000 
people are gainfully employed, and 
that many thousands of others are 
benefit ing butb directly and indirectly 
from the courage and vision of those 
who [iroviile the tools and from the 
loyalty and enterprise of those who 
use ihem. 

A nine-hole golf course maintained 
by the company for the benefit of 
employes occupies a good-aiz**d por- 
tion of the tract while the wo«mI yards 
and railroad yards take in many ad- 
ditional acres of the once famous 
ante-bellum plantation. 

Pulpwood cut from the vast timber 
tracts of Georgia, Floriila and .South 
Carolina is delivered to the plant by 
lail, truck, and barge. The wood cut 
into five foot, three inch lengths and 
ranging from four to 20 inches jn 
diameter is stored in Ihe w<khI yard, 
which can accomuKHlali' Hp]Uiiximate- 
ly 75,000 cords. Essentially all of 
our pulpvvood is Southern pine. Daily 
pulpwooil consumption is irin car- 
loads, or approxJinalely 2,2fi0 cords. 

The Jifi jonians, each il riven by 
a 350 H.I*. Motor, rcKjuce the filjers 
to a length and fdiabiiity that fit them 
for felting into paper. The Jordans 
arc of a design similai- lo that »f the 
old-fashion coffee grinder; that is, 
each contains a set of bars in a 
shell which surrounds a cone-shaped 
revolving plug, also fitted with bars. 


This gigantic plant is mannefl en- 
tirely by i.B.E.W. members from con- 
struction to maintenance. At present 
approximately 125 I.B.E.W. members 
are employed by Hollinson Engineer- 
ing Company (part of which m-e. 
shown in photograph) and are at 
work installing Sa, fi paiier machine, 
Xu. 11 recovery boiler, No, 4 lime 
kiln, X’o. fi turbine, No. 5 evaporator, 
semi-chemical plant, refinei'y' and 
stock prepaiation, digeatiT and wash- 
er and the necessary wood handling 
ecpiipment. When the consLiuetiuu on 
I his plant is comjileted by I.B.E.W. 
Local Union 5118 members it is main'* 
tnined 24 hours daily by I.B.E.W. 
Local Union I HIM men. 

The growth of this Slavannnh plant 
ha.s lieen I'ather |ilu*iumienal, and in 
looking hack to Ul3li when th(* first 
machine was started it is with some 
degree of satlsfactimi that vve ponder 
the great forward strides they have 
made. Less than 15 years ago they 
employed only tUKl people at a lota) 
annual wage of approximately 
$ 1,000, Ontl and totlay they have more 
than 5,000 personB on their payrolls 
ut Savannah who this year will re- 
ceive wages and salaries in excess of 
$15,000,000. In addition to the em- 
ployes in the plant, Ihe w^kjiI con- 
sumption of the Savannah mill re- 
fiuires the full time of 1,000 persons 
empluyed in the woods by ilealers 
from whom they purchase wood. 

The average pulp and paper mill 
has one machine. There are some in 
the south which have two and one 
which has three, hut with the com- 
pletion of this ni'w project, Savannah 
will have si.x machines. These six 
muehines are six of the largest nine 
machines in the world.

spring must really he here on the 
Gulf Coast; the rains are liere and 
the grass looks greener every day. 
The rainy st»ells have not seriously 
alTecled our work yet exceiii that 
probably the delay in starting some 
of our new Jobs may he due to the 
unsettled vv^eather. We hav*e been for- 
tunate too in that our work has bi^n 
at such stages lhal our lost tinn* due 
to weather has ls*en practically nil. 

We have reported he fore on our 
welfare insuninee negotiations; and 
at this writ mg we still have not been 
able lo effect the plan. Seems like 
Presiflent Ike abolished the WSB and 
its restrictions, and for ua to be able 
to make use of a workable welfare 
plan he might have to abolish the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau, or at least 
gome of the bureau's policies of crip- 
pling a worker's gains with undue 
taxation. 
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Our cuiiBt ruction contnict will hv 
open for nt^gotiatioiis during Muy* 
nnei Wi^ certainly expect some cKanj^es 
to be made. Our maintenance con* 
tracts open in April for the Tin 
Smelter; in September for the C'lir- 
bide ami Carbon plant; arid In July 
for the Texas City Ivefinin^f planL 
I definite contract chanice projiosala 
have not yet l>een made^ but we will 
aK’ain strive to improve these con- 
tracts, 

Onr ]H'ojrram aimed at aerjuirinjf a 
local union home has proi^rcssed to 
thi^ jioint where the office rs for our 
build inir corivoratlon \vere elected. The 
Brothers selected to guide mir pro- 
gram arc headed by G. J. Hat-t as 
presiilent, W. J. Chatovieh as vice- 
president, C, R. Johnson as sec 1 etar>^ 
i\ W\ Hanson as treasurer. They 
also constitute a board of directors 
along ''vith C. Collins^ F, A, Nelson, 
M, n, Dempsey, W. G. Cox and Lee 
G. Schelin. It is our i mined iute aim 
to fulfill this program during the 
year VJitti. 

Our roll l)onk has again felt the 
sting of the grim reaper. Brother 
Rilly Ray Hnyder was called to his 
eternal home on February Dtb, Billy 
will be sorely missed; he was one of 
fjur jiromlfliiig young apprentices who 
held the esteem of his fello'v work- 
ers, He had served our coiiniry in 
both World War II and the Korean 
con diet, and had taken a leave of the 
trarle to complete his education. 

On ^lareh t-llln Local o2T will play 
host Ui the officers of our neighboring 
local unions.

Red Tape, Delays 
Cited in Ontario 

I,, r. .i3«. SAItNU, ONTAKIO— 

At the last meeting of Local on 
February 17, the press secretary was 
afmoBl removed from office. The of- 
fen He: not writing to the JotiKNAb 

after holding the unremunerative po- 
sition ftir fully six months. Rather 
than suffer the fate of my tw’o pn^de- 
cessTjrs, I herewith take the leap. 

L, V. 530 has already selectetl its 
.Negotiating- committee this year for 
the new agreement beginning May 
first. We all wish them he* ter luck 
Gmri their counterparts of 1052. Un- 
rthle to come to terms last yeai\ we 
applied for arbitration from the Gn- 
tnrlo Department of Lal>or. The Gii’ 
tario Lalior Act forbids any work 


stopjmge until after the case has 
gone lief ore a conciliation board. Our 
advice to any local faced with the 
problem of reverting to Gnlario gov- 
ernment conciliation is to appoint a 
very youthful Negotiating (’ommitlee 
who are not tikedy to die of oltl age 
before they get through tin- seem- 
ingly endless line of retl tape ami 
delays. 

The Act compels emfdoyers to re- 
cognis'.e and negoUale wiih unions 
which are jiroved to represent more 
than half of thtur employes. But 
while you can lead a horse to water 
he doesn’t have to drink. By the 
same token, employers do not have tci 
c^)m promise and negotiate in goml 
faith. Meanwhile, labor may not 
strike fill after the miles of crioison 
tape anti frustrating cleluys of the 
conciliatimi [imcess. Final liecision of 
such boards arc not Innding rm cither 
[>ariy us was demo ust rated here only 
u few years ago when, after M long 
mouths of pre|HJsteroiis indecision 
and delay, the Carpenters Union of 
this city was awardcfl u 10-cent hour- 
ly raise. The contractors simply re- 
fused to pay it. The opportune time 
to strike had very obviously passed. 
Ho unless there is gemiim* good faith 
on both sides, a condition rartdy en- 
covuitered, the net effect of the Labor 
Act has been to virtually outlaw 
strikes. 

Believe me, I am not an u[K)sUe 
nf strikes, but neither am I an ajios- 
tle of helplessness. Ontario has no 
monopoly on this outragi^nua situa- 
tion, hut it makes fond for thought 
for the voters of this province. 

Construction has really Imomeit in 
Sarnia in the last two years \vith 
iieai'ly fiO millions in industrial build- 
ing alone. This* along with the ex- 
cellent performance of Brother Bruce 
Black welk our business manager, and 
ins immediuie predcceHSoi*, Brother 
Bill Manicom, and a diligent member- 
shii>, ha.s lij'tiiighl good working con- 
f I it ions and closed shop contracts to 
our local. Our present lute compares 
very favorably to that of other Cana- 
ilian cities of similar sijte. Kmploycr- 
union relations, though far from per- 
fect* are gowl. 

Now a sj>ecial word for tiur busi- 
ness managers, past and present. For 
a local whose membership is too small 
to support a fiilLtime business mati- 
iigei\ these hoys uariy a heavy load 
in their off- work hours for u monthly 
fee which can only he callefl n token 
payment for their unselfish services. 

The immofiiatc pictuie looks pretty 
gloomy for prosjwcts of full f*mp1oy- 
rnent. Two big jobs involving about 
no of our fellows are finishing up at 
this writing anti there just won’t 
be loiough jobs to go around. We’d 
apjneciate hearing from any L,U. 
which might place some of our mem- 
bers. 

In closing, may I remind union 
im-n everywhere that constant vigi- 


lance and plenty of dry ptiwiier an- 
as imjiorlahl now as when the tradi^ 
union movement was in its infancy, 
Reatj in a popular national magu- 
Kine of the year-long sttike of a 
textile union in Queln'C — the arro- 
gance of the employers, the patience 
and sLLtfej'iug of tlu^se m*ople, finally 
to have their skulls smashed by police 
while allegedly peacefully demonstrai* 
ing against tlie scabs with which 
every community seems to be cursed. 
More recently, a wood-working union 
in a small Ontario tow^n collapsed 
after a long strike, most of Ihetr jobs 
taken by the scabs who hovereil for 
the sci^aps. 

Th^tre is no easy answer b> all this, 
no single maxim by which trouble can 
be avoided. But \vv need md all '’pass 
through the fire" to learn. The rank 
and file of its should la ml the trarle 
union movemetil wherever we go. We 
ahoutd encourage our union to take 
part in community atfairs and so do- 
vate our union in the public eye and 
make it known as a force for better- 
ment in all phases of community life, 
\\'e should work for good eiiiployer- 
union illations and never miss an op- 
portunity to cement good faith and 
mutual respect. When trouble comes, 
put it in the hands of a sti'ong cen- 
tral committee of our shrewdest men 
and stick by them.

Contractors employ- 
ing apprentices ai-e to pay 2"i cents 
per week for each appi'entice to the 
financial secretary of the local who 
in turn will deposit the money in a 
special fund to be disbursed by the 
authority of the Joint Apprenticeshift 
Committee, R. W, Smith acts as chair- 
man for the Bay City contractois. 
At present we have two classes of 12 
to each class. Others who are in sup- 
port of the apprenticeship school are 
the Bay County builiiing trades, Bay 
City Board of Education, general 
contractors and s\ibeontractors, in- 
cluding all the crafts, also the Con- 
sumer Power Company ^ Dow Chem- 
ical Company, Bay City Light and 
Power Company, the local J.A.C, and 
supply houses. 

All have helped to secure a Fefleral 
Goveniment build irtg and assisted in 
getting it ready to hold classes. This 
fine educational school for the ap- 
prentice can well be called a forward 
step toward industrial progress in oui' 
area. 

For the apprentice today knows 
that in knowledge there is power and 
in the skilled ciafts he must not only 
serve hut serve well.

First Member Retires 
Under Social Security 

L. U. 1051, MOUNDSViU.K, W. VA. 

— Local Union 1051 paid tribute to 
one of its finest and oldest members 
last November, Thomas Williams, 
past president of the local, has now 
lathed and has settled down on 
a small plot of land in Ohio. Before 
he I'etired the members of this local 
presented Biother Williams with a 
gold wrist watch and a puise of 
$3111.00, plus other gifts that he re- 
ceived from his fellow workers in the 
boiler room. Brother Williams is the 
first member of our local to retire 
under the Social Security program. 

Brother Williams was born in a 
small cottage in Belmont county in 
Ohio, in 1886. He was one of 14 
children of which there weie four sets 
of tsvins. His family was very poor 
and this caused young "Tom” (as he 
is known in our local) to go to work 
at the age of 14 in the coal mines 
of Ohio. At that time he was mak- 
ing about 40 cents a ton, but only on 
lumps three inches or larger. When- 
ever coal went through the screen, 
undei' three inches, he leceived no 
T>ay nor for removing rock or cave- 
ins, A man could work all tlay, he 
said, and not receive a dime for it. 

Brother "Tom” joined the union at 
the time he entered the mines and at 
that time it cost him 50 cents for his 
card. Fifty- two years ago while 
"Tom” was still 14 years of age, he 
had an accident which cost him the 
loss of his left leg. 

He married his schoolgirl sweet- 
heaid in 11^07, and raised five boys 
and one giiL 

Bi'other "Tom” was president of 
Local LTnion lOGl for nine years. Al- 
though handicapped, he worked hard 
to build up this local. Brother Wil- 
liams in his talk to the local stressed 
the point very strongly for all mem- 
bers to back up their local union of- 
ficers, because without backing they 


cannot lead them successfully. The 
only way to achieve success is to get 
along with one another. Brother 
"Tom” finished his talk by thanking 
e%'eryone foi' the fine cooperation they 
have given him while he was an 
officer of the Union, and for the 
thoughtfulness of the men in pre- 
senting the farewell presents. 

We do not like to write of only one 
individual in our union hut this time 
we thought we could make an excep- 
tion because we feel as if we should 
give our thanks to a deserving union 
man, the oldest and the first member 
of our local to retire.
